I was sitting at the desk read- 
ing the paper and talking to Bogart, 
who was dusting off the high lines 
where they enter the station. At best, 
the job is an exceedingly dangerous 
one and should not be attempted with 
the current turned on.

It was a ball game that the slim

There are 595 children of school 


age, 236 under five years of age, which 
makes a total of 831 children. Of 
these, 812 are native born and 19 for- 
eign born. 


The increase in the Covina schools 


is among the most remarkable in any 
city in Southern California, which is 
a high place to hold, inasmuch as the 
children attending schools in Southern 
California are in larger ratio to'popu- 
lation than any other locality in the 
United States. The school territories 
of New York state, outside of New 
York city, do not compare with this 
portion of Southern California. 


The influx of young married people 


into Southern California for the pur- 
pose of establishing homes has been 
so great that the school facilities are 
constantly taxed to keep pace with the 
demand for enrollment. School condi- 
tions, in a land where the child may 
attend school every day in the educa- 
tional year without fear of illness from 
rigorous weather, has tended to place 
the scholars on a high basis in matter 
of 
attendance, 
and 
therefore, 
effi- 


ciency. While the Covina grammar 
schools are at the present time able 
to cope with the steady increase be- 
cause of the additional buildings re- 
cently provided, the time is short 
when more buildings will have to be 
provided, a condition which confronts 
all towns and cities in this portion of 
the state.

EARLY METHODISM. 


Reinforced 
Concrete 
Residence 
on 


Navilla tPlace is Desirable 


Dwelling. 


That the reinforced concrete build- 


ing is eminently a practical one for 
a private residence, as well as for 
large public and office buildings, is to 
be demonstrated 
in Covina in £he 


handsome residence now in process 
of construction on Navilla Place. This 
house, facing south, with a full view 
of the lomas and foothills in the dis- 
tance, and a splendid view of the 
Sierra Madre mountains to be ob- 
tained from the upper northern bal- 
conies, is being built by Martin Fesler 
and .1. L. .Matthews for rental- pur- 
poses. Enough of the work has al- 
ready been carried to completion to 
give an adequate idea of what the fin- 
ished product will be. 


The heavy colonial colonade at the 


entrance, built In concrete, gives a 
dignified solidity to the whole build- 
ing, and the balcony, which overlooks 
it, is attractive in its manner of struc- 
ture. Mr. Fesler, who is supervising 
the work of the building, has fashion- 
ed in this upper balcony a deep con- 
crete basm for the planting of flowers 
and has arranged it so that the earth 
may be kept watered without leakage. 
The building has all the simplicity of 
the colonial architecture and presents 
a solid appearance. 


There are two outside sleeping bal- 


conies, one on the north and the other 
at the south. The floor of the north 
Tmlcony is laid in composition linolith, 
and the other in concrete slab, and 
:he entire building is so constructed 
as to be sanitary in every respect. The 
building is.to be fitted with a furnace 
and the most modern lighting appara- 
.us. On the east side are the heavy 
itfinnade effects supporting the per- 
;ola. 
This feature is an unusual one 


n many respects, and adds much to 
he beauty of the structure. 


It is the intention of the owners to 


auild this building for rental and to 
rect a number of others at once, if 
he demand for houses seems to war- 
ant it. H is contended that there ts 
always a scarcity of good living houses 
in the town, and it is thought that this 
style of house will appeal to people 
who desire something more than an 
ordinary bungalow for a home. The 
reinforced concrete insures it against 
any possibility of disturbance, by earth- 
quake, and is a cool house in summer 
as well as being warmer than the 
frame houses in winter months, when 
the chill becomes slightly disagree- 
able. The house gives the appearance 
of being roomy and comfortable, and 
will undoubtedly be a pleasing one to 
the right kind 01 tenants.

WILL CAILL BOND ELECTION. 


Preparation For Sewer System by City 


Trustees Endorsed by Chamber of 


Commerce. 


Some-thing like definite shape is be- 


3V ciiC: riioV^'li.viii. fi>f 


s-ewer system in Covlna. A mass meet- 
ing of the members of the Chranbor 
of Commerce was li&ld last Saturday 


in the auditoriutn of the Co- 


vina Vnion High School building, at 
which time the work of the Covlna 
city trustees in bringing the matter 
to its present point was commended 
find the action ratified. The members 
resembled i;i this evening were heart- 
ily in favor of the work being pushed 
;.s rapidly as possible, and although 
!""•> Chamber of Commerce has no au- 
thority to act except as an advisory 
body, the sense of this meeting is 
looked upon as a favorable expression 
of the community in general. It was 
the opinion of the members that the 
point has been reached when the city 
should be konded for this purpose, and 
as soon as is expedient. 


The situation of the movement is 


to the effect that the city trustees 
have established the city's grade, have 
prepared maps, and have taken op- 
::ono OR hinds that :r.ay possibly be 
utilized as a sewer farm. The line of 
: the main piping has been worked out, 


and at the present time the city -en- 
gineer is preparing an estimate of the 
cost. Until this estimate is in the 
hands of the city trustees no proced- 
ure can be taken. When this has been 
done, the bond election may be call- 
ed. The trustees have had no fear at 
any time but that the people will vote 
freely in favor of the issuance of these 
bonds. 


At the meeting on Saturday night 


the matter of parking Second street 
in the center was advocated, which is 
another improvement which has grown 
out of work done by the city trustees. 
It is proposed 
to macadamize this 


street in criished rock and make a 
parking space from 25 to 30 feet in 
width in the center, thus leaving a 
roadway of 21 feet on each side of the 
parking space. The distance to be 
improved is from Front street near 
the Southern Pacific depot to Puente 
street on the south, or possibly a fur- 
ther extension in the future. 
Water 


may be forced up from Front street 
to a series of fountains, and the center 
may be set in trees with plotted grass 
and fountain spaces in ovals and cir- 
cles, and provided with benches in the 
manner of public parks. One other 
suggestion is to the effect that the 
parking space be covered with per- 
golas over which flowering and climb- 
ing vines may be trained. In the es- 
timation of some residents on Second 
street the pergola, would be preferable 
(o the planting of a row of trees, as 
the 
trees, 
after 
reaching 
mature 


height, would exclude the scenery of 
the mountains on the north. The resi- 
dents on this street dwelling on the 
west side maintain that the finest view 
of Old Baldy on the north would thus 
he obscured. This, however, is a mere 
detail to be worked out afterwards. 


The Chamber of Commerce chose 


a committee consisting of C. K. Beinis, 
chairman; J. H. Coolman. Dr. G. I), 
.lennings, Andrew McAllen and C. S. 
Beardsley to act in conjunction with 
the board of trustees in this improve- 
ment. The committee has 
already 


been active, and 
certain 
members 


have been visiting other localities with 
the idea of presenting a plan for the 
proposed parking. 


A proposal to purchase a large lot 


of land on Second street belonging to 
Mrs. I. I. Cook, to be used as a city 
park, did not meet with the approval 
of the majority at the meeting. Mrs. 
Cook asks $17,500 for the property, 
and it was thought that the expense 
of improving .it for park purposes 


be too great, and that, for the 


time being, the establishment of the 
Second street parking space would an- 
swer the purpose.

Acaponita, May 13, 1910. 


Editor Argus: In my last letter we 


were at Acaponita. Since that time 
I have been on the celebrated Quimichi 
ranch, owned by Los Angeles capital- 
ists, consisting of 85,000 acres of open 
timber land, the larger timber con- 
sisting 'of ebony, ava, tamarina, bum- 
ochiles and acacia, of which there are 
some seventy-five different kinds, also 
fig trees, some of which are from 12 
to 15 feet in diameter, 60 to 70 feet 
high and have a spread of 75 to 100 
feet. The roots branch out from the 
trunk in rib form. The natives cut 
them out and make boards to wash 
on. The juice of the ava tree is used 
'by the natives to catch fish. They 
take bamboo stakes and drive them 
across the streams close enough so 
that the fish cannot get through, and 
also check the current of the stream 
a little. Then they pour the juice into 
the water and the fish proceed to get 
drunk, Covina blind-pig patron style, 
and the natives gather them in. I was 
on the Acaponeta in a canoe, where I 
saw hundreds of fish floating above 
one of these dams. 


The ranch produces cotton, tobacco, 


cocoanuts, bananas and 
corn. 
We 


measured tobacco that was 12 feet 
high and had leaves that measured 25 
by 15 inches. Corn grows fine, some 
of it 12 and 14 feet high, and most of 
the stalks held two ears. They plow 
the ground and plant the corn and 
never cultivate it. There are some- 
2,500 to 3,000 Mexicans living on the 
ranch, who rent and farm the land. 
Where they clear the jungle they get 
the crop for two years. The company 
is planting some sugar corn. They 
expect to put up a mill in the near 
future. They are offering some land 
for sale at $20 per acre. 


The parrots arc a great pest in the 


corn fields. 


Game is very plentiful, such as 


ducks, geese, 
cranes, pigeons, and 


cloves. The cloves are somewhat larg- 
er than our California birds. 


There are about 800 rubber trees on 


the ranch. 


I have not seen a school house since 


T have been in the country and never 
hear the word mentioned; churches 
the 
same, excepting the Catholic. 


Dirt and ignorance prevail on every 
hand. Lemons and oranges grow wild 
and people just exist and do not pre- 
tend to live. 


"the good land is very limited; I 


think 275.001' acres would cover all 
we have seen in this territory.

VETERAN FOUND DYING. 


Soldier 
of 
Spanish-American 
War 


Holds Vigil With Death in Dalton 


Canyon. 


Lewis M. dirts, a Spanish war vet- 


eran with a record for unusual brav- 


ery, 
was found last week in the Dig 


Dalton canyon in a starving condition 
resulting from tubercular 
weakness. 


When visited by Rev. S. W. Gage of 
the Covina Baptist Church, the young 
man was lying in a shelter in a dying 
condition, with no one to assist him 
to take nourishment, and had he been 
allowed to stay alone a few, hours 
more, would probably have died of his 
disease and of starvation. Ciirts was 
brought to the valley'through the as- 
sistance of the minister and George 
Shaw, a friend, and was taken to- the 
Soldiers' Home in Sawtelle. 


Curts is about 
HO years old. He 


served in the struggle between the 
United States and Spain as a private 
soldier, and was in several engage- 
ments. He particularly distinguished 
himself at one time after a battle in 
caring for the wounded through the 
night on the battlefield, and for this 
act of self-sacrifice received a special 
recommendation from his superior of- 
ficer in his discharge papers. 


He came to Covina and Hved in a 


shack for a time, where his condition 
became known to the pastor the Bap- 
tist Church. He was a workman for a 
while on the Mountain View ranch 
during a period when George Shaw 
was foreman, and Mr. Shaw befriend- 
ed him when he became ill, finally 
giving him a chance to get up into 
the mountains in a hope that he would 
receive better health. Mr. Shnw pro- 
vided him with the provisions but the 
man became too weak to care for him- 
self. 


When his cause was presented to 


the authorities at the home in Saw- 
telle, the regular proceedings were 
waived on account of the special rec- 
ommendation in his discharge papers, 
and Curts was installed there, where 
he is now receiving the best of care. 


The man is in the last stages of 


consumption, and his condition was 
such that relatives in the East wrote 
to Rev. Mr. Gage, asking him to look 
after his case, which resulted in his 
being brought down from the canyon 
last Saturday.
